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Desperate for Money 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The budget cutters in Congress 
and elsewhere who think that the 
Federal Government should do as 
little as possible should consider 
the situation of our medical schools. 

We have 82 of them, with about 
29,000 undergraduate medical stu- 
dents. They are in a desperate 
financial struggle for existence. Tui- 
tion has gone up since 1940 over 80 
per cent. If it goes up more, it will 
keep qualified students out of med- 
ical schools because they or their 
parents cannot stand the cost. 

Yet tuition fees cover only about 
one-sixth of the cost of running the 
medical schools, because of the need 
for expensive equipment and the 
necessarily high proportion of teach- 
ers to students. The medical schools 
also do much research which is abso- 
lutely essential to maintain and im- 
prove our health. Where will the 
money come from? 

If it is raised by increased con- 
tributions from corporations, that 
means in effect from the Federal 
Government, since corporations can 
take up to 5 per cent of their profits 
as a deduction from their taxable 
profits. It should come directly from 
the Federal Government since all of 
us gain from greater health and 
medical research and care. 

And if the Federal Government 
pays part of the cost of expanding 
medical education and research, it 
can, and should, insist on admission 
of students on the basis of ability 
without racial or geographical dis- 
crimination.

The stated purpose of the measure is to pro- 
tect small dairies from price wars directed 
against them by large chain operators. Selling 
milk for a price less than cost of the product 
plus the cost of containers, labor and transpor- 
tation would be a violation of the law under the 
measure introduced in the House. In the form 
in which it is now before the Senate the bill 
would also require the selling price to cover 
“reasonable average profits,” whatever those 
are. Whether the proposed legislation would 
achieve the intended results is debatable. 

There is little if any question, though, that an 
inevitable result would be an increase in the 
cost of milk to the consumer. Dr. Joseph M. 
Klamon, professor of marketing at Washington 
University, has so testified with regard to the 
Missouri bills in particular. Clair Wilcox, pro- 
fessor of economics at Swarthmore College, who 
has had experience with the NRA price-fixing 
scheme of the early New Deal and the OPA 
price control of the Second World War, tes- 
tified similarly respecting retail milk price-fix- 
ing laws in general. 

The Small independent dairies also would be 
losers in the long run, if experience with such 
laws elsewhere is any guide. Consumption of 
Class I milk would be decreased, and the public 
would buy more of its milk in canned and pow- 
dered forms, as Prof. Wilcox reports from ob- 
servation in states where the experiment has 
been tried. 

If prices are cut by the larger dairies to drive 
out competition, as the smaller dairies allege, 
the proper recourse, as Dr. Klamon points out, 
is to the anti-trust laws. 

The members of the Independent Milk Proces- 
sors of Missouri might profitably take a look at 
what has happened in various lines of business 
which haye tried to insulate themselves by law 
from the realities of competition. Their own 
allied butter industry did itself nothing but 
harm in its years-long fight with the margarine 
industry; it grew competitively flabby, slipped 
in quality and in merchandising skills. Drug 
stores as an industry have suffered the same 
weakening from fair-trade price-fixing laws, and 
are continuing to lose heavily to the more boldly 
competitive industry of the supermarket. 

We hope the Missouri Senate will have the 
business acumen to turn back this effort to make 
the law take sides in competition for a market.

Worse in Mawsundram 

If there is one adjective best suited to de- 
scribe this: ruthlessly rainy month of April it 
probably was used by Shakespeare when he re- 
ferred to “spongy April.” The ground hereabouts 
is soggy, squashy and spongy to the point of 
imbibition. But now the Weather Bureau reports 
it does not expect any more rain through 
Wednesday. In a way that is too bad. We had 
been thirlking that St. Louis might get into the 
running with Mawsundram, India, which, it was 
announced last March 28, won the title of “the 
wettest place in the world” with 558 inches of 
rain during 1956. 
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It Might as Well Be Staged 


Phil Stong was one of a handful of novelists 
whose work has been adapted to the musical 
theater. As Mark Twain is represented with “A 
Connecticut Yankee in King Arthur’s Court,” 
DuBose Heyward with “Porgy and Bess,” and 
Richard Bissell with “The Pajama Game,” Phil 
Stong was represented with “State Fair.” It 
was a lovely musical, all about Ioway, the state 
of Mr. Stong’s nativity. Richard Rodgers and 
Oscar Hammerstein II wrote it, and it contains 
some of their most spirited music. “It’s a Great 
Night for Singing” is the sort of song that makes 
any night a great night for listening. “It Might 
as Well Be Spring’’—whoever doesn’t get a bang 
out of that one might as well be dead. 

But “State Fair’ has been produced only as 
a movie. It was a good movie, sumptuously 
mounted, with only the bluest blue-ribbon pigs 
and corn as tall as a liar’s yarns, and all in 
color, It seems, though, that the gaiety of na- 
tions would call for the production of this piece 
on the stage as well: it ought to have the fine 
rambunctious, earthy quality everyone liked so 
much in “Oklahoma!” For the sapient producer 
who finally presents the Stong-Rodgers-Ham- 
merstein opus alive and in the flesh, complete 
with oinks, we are saving a First Prize, and free 
tickets to the grandstand to see the fast trot- 
ting horses. 
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Is National Defense the Issue ? 

On the recommendation of Gordon Gray, di- 
rector of the Office of Defense Mobilization, 
President Eisenhower has ordered an investiga- 
tion to determine whether increasing imports of 
crude oil are a threat to national security. 

To the layman this may seem a contradiction. 
He may reason that the more crude is brought 
in from Venezuela or the Middle East, the light- 
er the drain on American reserves. But oil 
men, especially the independents who have no 
low-cost crude gources abroad, argue that im- 
ports discourage the exploration of American 
oil fields and generate a dependence on foreign 
sources which might be closed to us in case of 
war. 

An easy answer to this proposition might be 
the fact that while imports are rising, the use 
of American crude also is at an all-time high. 
Should we deplete our own reserves even more 
rapidly? Would that improve our ability to meet 
wartime demands? Are competitive factors in 
the oil industry more involved than considera- 
tions of national defense? There is no escaping 
the fact that a limitation on imports is advocated 
chiefly by those companies which seem unable 
to get much foreign oil. Certainly, the oil: com- 
panies have made little progress toward agree- 
ment on the voluntary controls advocated by 
some industry spokesmen. 

Also to be considered is what effect import 
controls would have on countries whose eco- 
nomic welfare depends largely on the export of 
crude oil. Is it not better to help such countries 
by leaving the American market open to them 
instead of putting them, so to speak, on an 
American dole? Would Congress, determined as 
it seems to be on budget-cutting and tax-cutting, 
look with favor on an increase in foreign aid 
necessitated *by a refusal to buy their crude? 

Obviously, the answer is not easy. We trust, 
however, that the study ordered by the Presi- 
dent will be a thorough one. The possibility 
that import restrictions are being advocated 
more for competitive reasons than out of solici- 
tude for preparedness must be thoroughly ex- 
plored. And the conservation of American nat- 
ural resources must be kept in mind. 

There can be no neglect of national security, 
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but men familiar with the operations of the oil 
industry should make sure that this is the real 
issue. 
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A Young King Stands Up__. 

If the dispatch of the Sixth Fleet to the far 
end of the Mediterranean was not enough to 
show how the United States feels about the cri- 
sis in Jordan, the offer of $10,000,000 in eco 
nomic aid to King Hussein surely clears away 
the last doubt. Such offers are not made to 
governments about whose fate Washington is 
indifferent, or to countries which may be carved 
up by their neighbors for all we care. 

Thus the young Jordanian king finds his hand 
further strengthened. He won general applause 
in the West for the firmness and decisions with 
which he asserted himself against dissident ele- 
ments. When his new cabinet broke up after 
only a few days and rioters came into the 
streets, some observers began to wonder wheth- 
er congratulations had been premature. But 
he again showed political skill and courage in 
thwarting trouble-makers at home and in assur- 
ing himself of the support of neighboring Iraq. 
and Saudi Arabia. 

Egypt's Nasser, conceded to be the chief out- 
side fomenter of Jordan's troubles, apparently 
made a personal appeal to King Saud of Saudi 
Arabia for a change of attitude toward Hussein. 
But Hussein followed up with a personal call 
on Saud, and Nasser seems to be stalemated all 
around. The result*would seem to be at least 
the preservation of the status quo. 

That American influence, particularly through 
the Eisenhower Doctrine, had a major part in 
preventing the detonation of a serious interna- 
tional explosion is beyond argument. Just 
what Washington would have done if Hussein 
had invoked the American policy declaration 
and called on us for help is an unanswerable 
question. But insofar as Washington has made 
an answer unnecessary, American diplomacy 
must be credited with a success. 

The Middle Eastern story has not yet been 
brought to the novelist’s “happy ending.” There 
are too many unresolved conflicts to conclude 
that there need be no more concern. Those is- 
sues,.including the relationship of the Arabs 
and Israel, must be resolved before there can be 
genuine stability in the region. But Jordan did 
not go down like a house of cards in the first 
puff of wind. And present gains, even if of a 
preventive nature, need not be discounted sim- 
ply because there are still clouds overhead 
which might pile up into thunderheads. There 
certainly is greater cause for hope that new 
storms, if they come, will be weathered. 

Americans have had another reminder that 
the sun no longer sets on the concerns of the 
State Department. 
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Help for 2000 County Children 

A worth-while bill that would permit St. Louis 
county to offer special classes for its 2000 chil- 
dren with special handicaps has sailed through 
the Missouri Senate and is now pending in the 
House education committee. The measure very 
much deserves to become law. 

Under the proposal, strongly indorsed by the 
County Conference of School Board Membérs 
and Superintendents, a special county-wide dis- 
trict would be created to meet a need not now 
being adequately met: Special schooling for 
youngsters who are blind, deaf, hard of hearing, 
crippled or mentally retarded. 

This kind of instruction cannot be carried on 
nearly so economically in the county’s 29 indi- 
vidual districts as in a single county-wide dis- 
trict. So the special district makes sense finan- 
cially. It also would equalize educational oppor- 
tunities for the handicapped, and that too is 
an end well worth attaining. 

Representatives Milford T. English of Ladue 
and Chaim H. Zimbalist of University City are 
the two county legislators on the House commit- 
tee. If they press vigorously for the measure it 
ought to enjoy favorable handling. 
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Idaho Power’s Tax Write-Off 

What is the connection, if any, between the 
Administration’s grant of a fast tax write-off to 
the Idaho Power Co., and its recent announce- 
ment that future write-offs would be limited to 
three narrow fields of defense production? 

That is one question, at least, that ought to be 
answered by Senator Byrd’s proposed inquiry 
into the Idaho Power write-off, which he calls 
“utterly indefensible.” The announcement that 
the whole accelerated depreciation program is to 
be tapered off raises a presumption that Idaho 
Power may have just got in under the wire, and 
will receive one of the last write-offs to be 
granted in the power industry. 

If true, that would be most interesting, indeed. 
The Eisenhower Administration has shown a vast 
tenderness for Idaho Power from the earliest 
days of its tenure. It has devoted almost un- 
heard-of energies to the abdication of the Gov- 
ernment’s claims to the Hell's Canyon power 
site in favor of Idaho Power. Is this favored 
company now receiving an extraordinary reduc- 
tion of its tax liability which would not be avail- 
able to other power companies? Senator Byrd's 
Finance Committee ought to find out. 

There is a good deal of honest difference of 
opinion over the fast tax write-off, which was 
developed during the Korean war to induce rapid 
expansion of industries vital to defense produc- 
tion such as power. Critics see it as an inde- 
fensible subsidy to big business, others as a use- 
ful means of creating incentives for socially 
needed investment in a time of emergency. 

But the general merits of the program are not 
at issue here. What is at issue is whether Idaho 
Power Co., in the very twilight of the program, 
got special consideration and special treatment 
for a write-off that will help it usurp power sites 
that belong to the, whole people. Was Idaho 
Power unable to finance construction of the 
dams without such special treatment? If so, that 
would be one more reason for saving the sites 
for public development. 
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Anyway, They Dined Well 

There are many beliefs, sayings and prdéverbs 
concerned with diet and health. Man digs his 
grave with his teeth. Gluttony is a vice. It is 
better to gourmandize than starve. And so on. 
The American College of Physicians, while in 
convention at Boston, concerned itself greatly 
with the relation of diet to health, and particu- 
larly to heart disease. But at the annual ban- 
quet, with six bartenders tuning up appetites, 
the doctors partook of: 

Fresh fruit cocktail and sherry, vichys- 
soisse chaude (hot cream of potato soup), 
hearts of celery, mixed olives, broiled filet 
mignon (6-ounce tenderloin steak), borde- 
laise sauce, potatoes au gratin, asparagus 
tips polonaise, rolls and butter, sultana roll 
ice cream, liqueur sauce, petit fours and 
coffee. 

And that reminds us that there are some 
maxims concerning physicians. One is that the 
doctor says: Do-as I say and not as I do. An- 
other is: The doctor who treats himself has a 
fool for a patient. 

Probably any doctor who overloaded at that 
banquet got more satisfactory contemplation out 
of the latter than out of the former,

Young people are helping to build 
better government in three cities, the 
American Municipal Association fe- 
ports. Thirty-five high school seniors 
in Middletown, O., work in city hall 
two or more afternoons a week pre- 
paring water and sewer bills for mail- 
ing, assisting building inspectors, de- 
veloping pictures for police reports, 
recording minutes of the city commis- 
sion, testing water in public pools and 
in similar jobs. Students move from 
one department to the other for short 
periods. City officials feel the stu- 
dents have been very useful. Students 
feel they understand city government 
better and many are considering public 
service careers. 

Newark, New Jersey, is hiring high 
school students to man a drive to 
collect unpaid personal tax bills. They

are paid $1 an hour and classified as 
temporary civil servants with the title 
of clerical assistant,

Two Men in One Body 


THE DOUBLE MAN, by Elinor Pryor. 
(Nerton, 452 pgs., $3.95.) 


This book, Elinor Pryor’s latest 
novel, is the story of a man, unusual 
by reason of the rare circumstances of 
his life. The title is well chosen. The 
hero is truly two men inhabiting one 
body. 


Tsani had been adopted as a young ; 
child by Sadayi, the Beloved Woman of 
the Cherokees and early became famous 
for his warrior abilities. Only his 
piercingly bright blue eyes betrayed 
his white man’s heritage by birth. His 
parents had been ambushed and killed 
when he was an infant. Life was good 
for Tsani among the Indians; he had 
his massive strength and beauty of 
body; his lovely captive Shawnee girl, 
Nakisi, and the respect and adulation 
of his tribe. But he could not forget 
his foster mother’s dying wish that he 
go forth to England, claim his rightful 
inheritance and then come back as 
the Cherokee lead- 


er. 

In 1750 he went 
to England. His 
great-aunt Caro- 
line, a domineering 
yet lovable woman, 
does a remarkable 
job of molding him 
into a true English 


gentleman within 
the short space of 
five years. He re- 


turns to the col- 
onies as Sir Mark 
Caldwell, emissary 
of Pitt, and as 
great a social giant 
as he had been savage warrior. 

When the fighting between the col- 
onists and the Indians breaks out, Tsanti 
is torn between conflicting loyalties, 
The decisions he reaches and the result- 
ing action make exciting reading. 


Many scenes in this book may be re- 
pugnant to the civilized Christian read- 
er. However, the author paints a true 
character in Tsani-Mark, although not 
always an admirable one. Miss Pryor 
has evidently devoted much time and 
work to research which has allowed her 
to write of the Indians as human beings 
rather than as figureheads.

How Russia Operates 


THE SOVIET SYSTEM OF GOVERN. 
MENT, by John N. Hazard. (University 
of Chicago Press, 256 pgs., $4.) 


John N. Hazard, professor of public 
law at Columbia University, has lived 
in Russia and served the United States 
Government during World War II in 
liaison with Soviet officials. His knowl- 
edge and experience have been put to 
excellent use. “The Soviet System of 
Government” tells concisely and under- 
Standably how Russia operates, the 
procedures used. The author combines 
a knowledge of history and a sense of | 
current events. He realizes the im- 
portance of the fnterrelationships with- 
in the Soviet structure, in which most ° 
of the top men in the army, bureauc- 
racy, law and industry also belong to — 
the ruling Communist party. Most 
importantly, in presenting Russian pro- 
‘grams and beliefs, he usually contrasts 
them against practical results and 
shows where they fall short of demo- 
cratic values. 

It is clearly explained how Russia 
utilizes the forms and trappings of 
democracy while maintaining, in fact, 
a dictatorship. Hazard’s enthusiasm for 
the study of law_may run away from 
him a bit, and he may overempharsize 
the stabiczing fattors in tne Comntu- 
nist regime. However, &% is poiuted 
out, any procedures aimed at fairness 
do not include attempts against the 
regime or policy decisions of the Com- 
munist party.

For Hall of Fame; Includes Taft 


WASHINGTON, April 30 (AP) 
—Former President Harry 5. 
Truman yesterday recommend- 
ed a number of his former col- 
leagues including Robert A. Taft 
and Alben W. barkley for con- 


sideration for the Senate Hall 
(f Fame. 

Truman, long a student of his- 
tory and a Senator himself for 
10- years, submitted 42 names 
to the special Senate committee 
charged with selecting five 
great Senators. 

The committee is to announce 
its choices tomorrow. Portraits 
of the five will be placed in a 
Senate reception room near the 
chamber. 

In his list, Truman included 
11 Senators with whom he him- 
self served. Six of the li were 
Republicans. 

The former President wrote 
committee: chairman Kennedy 
(Dem.), Massachusetts, he had 
assembled his list “after much 
study and research.” 

“There are so many to be 
considered that I do not see 
how you will ever be able to 
arrive at the five greatest,” he 
said.

Fix It Yourself

Wallpaper Patch. 


NE of the many reasons we 
0 have for not moving furni- 

ture is that when you move 
a heavy piece of furniture there 
is always the danger of damag- 
ing a papered wall and re- 
pairing a bruised paper wall is 
not the way we like to spend 
a free afternoon. 


The whole trouble is that 
usually it’s not just the wall- 
paper that gets bruised but the 
wall in back of the paper. That 
means that first of all you have 
to remove the paper from 
around this area. Take it away 
for a couple of inches beyond 
the bruise. 

Now you go to work to re- 
pair the wall. If it’s a plaster 
or gypsum plasterboard wall, 
the repair can be made with 
spackle but be careful not to 
allow any of the spackle to drip 
onto the lower portion of the 
wall and soil the paper. Allow 
the spackle to extend slightly 
above the surrounding wall sur- 
face and when it’s dry, sand it 
smooth and level with the rest 
of the wall. Over the patch 
goes a coat of glue size and 
when this is dry you are ready 
to apply the wallpaper patch. 


The wallpaper patch is made 
by taking a piece of paper the 
Same pattern as is on the wall 
and tearing out a piece slightly 
larger than the area to be cov- 
ered. You want to tear rather 
than cut the paper because by 
tearing you create a feathered 
edge which, when the patch is 
applied and adjusted so that its 
pattern fits in with the pattern 
of the paper on the wall, the 
feathered edge will make the 
patch hardly noticeable. Apply 
your wallpaper paste to the 
back of the patch, put the patch 
in place and you shouldn’t be 
able to tell where the bruise 
occurred.

1951. Tony feels he’s stepping away from the teen-agers 
now and becoming known as a cafe entertainer. This is 
his second time at the Chase Club of Hotel Chase, where 
he'll appear through May 9, and he admits he likes the 
champagne spots better than the soda pop stopovers he 
used to make.

“I GUESS I’m getting to the age where I appreciate 
comforts,” Tony grins, “but I’m married now and have 
two kids and it’s tough enough being away from home. 
It’s a little better if you can live like this,” he gestured 
around the suite at the Chase, “instead of having to go to 
some barn’at the end of town. 

“I don't think the teen-agers really mind. They get 
new crazes. Each new generation tries to find a person 
to identify itself with. I had a good long reign from 
1951 to about 1955, with hit after hit during that period. 

“Now I don’t mind letting someone else take over, 
and I think Pat Boone’s doing a pretty good job with the 
present crop. If Pat keeps up the same attitude he'll 
someday take Crosby’s spot. I have a lot of faith in Pat 
as one of the big performers.” 

THIS GRACEFUL SPEECH about another singer {is 
one of the reasons a Jot of people have had a lot of faith 
in Tony. An Italian boy from Queens (Astoria, N.Y.) is 
how Tony started out. When Bob Hope changed his name 
from his first theatrical name, Joe Barrett, to Tony Bennett, 
he was getting closer to the original, which was Anthony 
Benedetto. One of three children, Tony was cared for by 
his widowed mother who was a seamstress. While he went 
to the High School of Industrial Arts, he worked as a 
copy boy for the Associated Press in Radio City. He doesn’t 
think he was a particularly good copy boy. 

“They had a cartooning department and I spent most 
of my time hanging around there,” he says. 

While he liked art, Tony never thought of any career 
except singing. He's always sung, was always getting into 
and as he grew older, managed to pick up a few 
lollars singing at clubs around Astoria. 

Then the war came and after three years as an infan- 
trvman in Germany, Tony got into Special Services and 
had a chance to do some singing. His success decided 
him still more, so when he returned to the United States, 
he joined the American Theater Wing and studied there, 
financed by the G.I, Bill‘of Rights.

Now that he’s gone from the teen-age idol class into 
the more solid ranks of cafe entertainers, he hopes to 
move on, perhaps to a concert performer, perhaps to 
musicals or movies. This summer he’s booked to appear 
in “Silk Stockings” in summer stock in Kansas City, and 
his name has been mentioned for “The Naked and the 
Dead” when it is filmed.

N SHOW business, stories are 
| prevaient about how young 

understudies rocket to fame 
when the star comes down with 
la grippe on opening night or 
gets caught in a no left turn 
maze and fails to make curtain 
time. 

Melvin Koontz launched a 
great career in the lion taming 
dodge in precisely this great 
tradition, many years ago after 
the regular lion man came down 
with a recurrent ailment and 
couldn't go on. 

“I was only 19 years old and 
I saw my big chance,” recalled 
Koontz who now, at 47, looks 
back with satisfaction at a ca- 
reer which has brought him fair 
amounts of fame and fortune. 
He is the man who taught lions 
to wrestle. Tigers, too. 

Oh, sure, lions and tigers 
could wrestle before Koontz 
came along, but they had a dis- 
tressing tendency to eat up 
their opponents—Koontz is the 
man who taught them to wrestle 
for the moving pictures WITH- 
OUT eating up nearby stars or 
extras. And that made all the 
difference. 

You’ve probabry seen Koontz 
in the movies, although un- 
knowingly —for instance this 
stocky, powerfully muscled man 
once, in a blond wig, doubled 
for Mae West, of all people. 
His chore was to take over in 
the plot line of “I’m No Angel” 
where Mae, for reasons which 
escape the memory of the old- 
est hand aboard, was to place 
her head in a lion’s mouth. 
Koontz, blondly bewigged, 
took over at this point and suc- 
cessfully passed for Miss West 
from the rear, no trivial ac- 
complishment. 

“Of course.” he said, “I only 
weighed 124 pounds then.” 

He has also doubled for stal- 
warts like Johnny Weissmuller, 
Buster Crabbe and, more re- 
cently, Victor Mature, and, all 
in all, made a long and highly 
successful career of free lanc- 
ing with lions. Until he came 
along with Jackie the First, the 
original lion actor which ac- 
tually would do fight scenes on 
camera without goring up the 
hired help, directors were 
forced to fake those shots in 
jungle movies, and often quite 
obvious fakes they were.

OONTZ and 11 lions are in 
K town playing the Police Cir- 

cus, now underway here at 
the Arena through May 5, and 
we went forth to inquire how 
come he got into this line of 
work. 

Hollywood's foremost big cat 
man started life as a farm boy 
in Fort Scott, Kan.; his family 
moved to Los Angeles, across 
the street from the old Selig 
Zoo, an excellent place for a 
voungster who was thrilled at 
the generosity of zoo workers 
in letting him tote wheelbar- 
rows of food to the animals. 
He got a peanut-vending job, 
rose meteorically to dish wash- 
er, cage boy and finally helper 
to the big cat man. 

This worthy fell prey to an 
attack of bourbonitis, or fall- 
ing-down drunk, one crucial 
day when an important new cat 
act was to go on; 19-year-old 
Koontz did the send-me-in- 
coach speech, worked the cats, 
came off to roaring applause 
and then he was the cat man. 
He took a lion cub to raise, 
trained it his own way, literally 
slept with the baby lion when 
it cried for its mama. 

This was Jackie the First. 
Word got around Hollywood 
that some kid had a lion which 
could actually be worked on 
the set. Now Jackie the First is 
no more, having succumbed to 
the infirmities of age long ago, 
but with Jackie 1V, Koontz re- 
mains in demand at the major 
studios. 

His regular job is breaking 
in and training animals at Jun- 
sleland, at Thousand Oaks, a 
town some 45 miles from Holly- 
wod, but he takes on chores in 
picture making which net him

up to several thousand dollars 
a clip. 

When in “Demetrius and the 
Gladiator,” starring Victor Ma- 
ture, three tigers were slain by 
the hero, Koontz was called for 
a typical job. That was the 
same tiger all three times, a 
Koontz-trained rassler with as 
much ham in him as Gorgeous 
George; Koontz did a doubling 
bit. 

His particular skills have 
been utilized in many pictures, 
“Daniel in the Lion’s Den,” 
“White Witch Doctor,” “Slaves 
of Babylon,” lots of others. 


This is one reason he doesn’t 
have any life insurance. In his 
line of work the premiums 
would be too high for him to 
maintain. 

Dangerous business that it is, 
he has been severely chewed 
or clawed only once, and that 
by a mountain lion which, on 
location, mauled him for four 
minutes as Koontz lay flat on 
his face. The lion chomped him 
badly, finally gave up. 

“Mountain lions don’t have 
much stamina,” Koontz said. 

He carries no pistol, hasn't 
for vears since he exploded a 
blank in a tiger’s face to sub- 
due it. Instead, the tiger blew 
its top—Koontz barely warded 
off the death-dealing leap with 
a chair, swore off guns right 
then. While making “Sign of 
the Cross” he was jumped by 
an old male lion who, fortun- 
ately, had worn-down biting 
equipment. 

In motion pictures—and his 
first one goes back to 1928, 
“King of the Congo,” starring 
Elmo Lincoln—he works with- 
out protection of a cage, de- 
pends solely on his knowledge 
of the animals. 

“They're just like people,” he

HE controversy about the 
T origin of the phrase “O.K.” 


has continued for more than 
a half-century by now and it 
shows no sign of abating. As 
we noted here some time ao, 
at least two Presidents of the 
United States were involved in 
this matter President Wilson 
when he tried to insist on the 
spelling “okeh” and President 
Van Buren from whose “Old 
Kinderhook” political club the 


initials probably originally 
came. 

But even though Allen 
Walker Read's researches, tirst 


published in 1941, pretty defi- 
nitely prove that Van Burens 
“O.K.” club first brought the 
phrase to the popular fancy, 
other theories still are circu- 
lated, including this one from 
C, W. Foss of Toledo.

“WAY BACK some 65 years 
ago,” he writes, “when railroad 
telegraphers began receiving or- 
ders by sound, it became neces- 
sary to acknowledge receipt of 
such orders and ‘all correct’ 
was the signal given for the 
purpose, Soon it shifted to ‘O’ 
for ‘all’ and ‘k’ for ‘correct.’

THAT AVALANCHE, like 
most others, failed to cause any 
loss of human life, but there 
have been times when people 
suffered severely. In one case 
eight Italian workmen were 
about to cross the border from 
Switzerland to Italy when they 
were buried under a mass of 
stones. Frontier guards ran to 
the rescue, but were too late to 
save any of the workmen. 

In a more terrible avalanche 
it was estimated that 20,000,000 
tons of material slid down a 
mountain for a distance of half 
a mile. Much of a village was 
buried, and 114 of the inhab- 
itants died. Many others were 
injured. 

Two persons in the tragedy 
were a Swiss girl and her small 
brother. Their home was cov- 
ered, and the little boy was 
hurt, The girl groped her way 
to him in the darkness, and 
cared for him as well as pose 
sible until the two. were res- 
cued 10 hours later.
